8,000 realized in the first few days 
of the Community Chest Drive, Al- 
bany workers were confident that 
they would bring the local campaign 
to a yictorious close on Oct. 30. 

At the first report meeting on 
Tuesday, Oct, 14, General Wool- 
worth reported that $2,667 had been 
collected by Albany workers. Col- 
onel Ted Williams reported that 41 
per cent of the business goal had 

“been reached; Mrs. Thalia Ulyatt, 
Colonel of the east residential sec- 
tion, reported 29 per cent; Mrs. 
Thomas W. Griffin, Colonel of the 
west residential, reported 44 per 
cent; Colonel I. J. Girgich of Wes- 
tern Regional Laboratory reported 
57 per cent; and organizations, un- 
der Colonel Ed Howell, reported 

| 14 per cent. 

The possibility of attaining the 
goal looks extremely bright in view 
of the enthusiasm of all the Albany 

' Chest workers and the generous re- 
sponse of Albany residents to the 
community needs that are served 
by the 21 Chest Agencies. General 
Woolworth emphasized the fact that 


if every home in Albany would 
make some contribution the resi- 
dential goal would be realized. He 
stated that Albany is a community 
proud of its reputation to assume 
its own responsibility and that he 
was confident this record would be 
maitained for the Community 


Chest Drive,

Junior CC Sponsoring 
High School Speakers 
In National Contest 


The Albany Junior Chamber of 
Commerce has joined with the 
Berkeley Jaycees to sponsor two 
students in the oratory and essay 
contest of the Junior Chamber of 
‘Commerce of the United States and 
the National Association of Broad- 
casters. The topic is “I Speak for 
Democracy.” 

According to Charles Tscharner, 
chairman of the Albany committee, 
two winners from Albany High will 
compete with four winners from 
Berkeley and two from St. Mary's 
High. The finals will be held on 
“Oct. 23 at Radio Station KRE. 

The speeches will be recorded 
on electric transcriptions and the 
judges will never see or hear the 
‘students in person. Local judges 
will be chosen and they will base 
their decisions on originality of 
material and delivery. 

The student adjudged Berkeley- 
Albany winner will compete via 
radio transcription in a State con- 
test to be held in the State Junior 
Chamber of Commerce Headquar- 
ters in Huntington Park in Novem- 
ber. Competition by the 48 State 
winners will be held on recording 
at Washington, D. C., and four na- 
jtonal winners will bé announced on 
Noy. 20.

School Board Rejects 
2 Construction Bids 
For MacGregor School 


The Board of Education of the 
Albany Unified School District, at 
a meeting held Tuesday evening, 
Oct. 14, rejected, both of two bids 
submitted for the building of the 
C. M. MacGregor School at San 
Gabriel and Brighton Avenues. One 
bid submitted by Swinerton & Wal- 
berg Co., 1723 Webster St. Oak- 
land, was in the amount of $120,855. 
The bid of Moore & Roberts, 693 
Mission St., San Francisco, was for 
$119,662, The Board of Education 
is returning the plans to the school 
architects, Young, Potter, Dulin & 
Lloyd, 1171 Solano Ave., for moder- 
ations to bring down the amonut of 
the bids. According to Supt. Paul 
C. Bryan, the call for new bids will 
delay construction only temporarily, 
and it is definately planned to have 
the new building ready for the 
opening of school in the Fall of 
1948. 





The school is to be a five-room 


|structure accommodating kinder- 
‘garten through the third grade 
classes. 

Bids for the construction of a 


second primary school, to be known 
as the Vista School, on Albany Hill, 
have not yet been called for. Both 
these primary schools are part of 
the program made possible by the 
passage of a $525,000 bond issue last 
October. A number of other build- 
ing plans were included as part of 
this bond issue and will be carried 
out as soon as feasible. 

Other business at the Board meet- 
ing included approval of the pur- 
chase of a number of band instru- 
ments for both the elementary and 
high school. Provision of these ex- 
tra instruments will make possible 
the broadening of the instrumental 
music program in both schools.
